The twelve hundred are to make an attack on 
your Stale in four divisions of three hundred 
men ill each — each to attack different places ; at 
the same time, nine hundred men are to attack 
Western Kentucky. The men fur that work arc 
now drilling and receiving recruits at certain 
places in Ohio, not far from the State line. 
Their exact whereabouts I could not learn. 

A company is also organized in Indiana, and 
one in Illinois; but what their numbers are or 
their whereabouts, or wheu they are to nn kc 
theip first assault, I cannot tell; but I think I 
know enough about the matter to warrant me in 
saying that an outbreak of a very grave nature 
will soon take place in several of the slave States, 
and the attack is to be made the same day, or as 
near that as possible. 

I deserted the Pennsylvania division a few 
days since. 

Treat ibis letter slightlv, as did the Secretary 
of War, and the consequences will he far more 
disastrous to the people of the slave States.

The Mayor of Frankfort, at thc same 
time, received a lettter from Charlestown, Va., 
containing a passage from an intercepted letter 
to John Brown, which we . are ]>ermittcd to 
copy: "Soon as II. Day returns from Union, 
Missouri, lie will be sent by this council to 
the East, to complete tho arrangements for 
thc Frankfort and Versailles, Ky., expedition." 

The letter inclosing this extract was from 
a distinguished source, and received attention 
from the town authorities. But the Louisville 



and there seems to lie a scramble among Man- 
chester spinners for the better grades of cot- 
ton, and it has advanced .'jC a pound, which 
is equal to half a million dollars on a four 
million crop; as all accounts agree that this 
will be. A few weekly advances of this char- 
acter would pay the Southern people for all the 
negroes the Abolitionists can steal for some 
years to come. These philanthropists had 
better turn their attention to depressing the 
Liverpool cotton market, as a more likely mode 
of injuring Southern interests than abducting 
slaves ; and we recommend it on the score of 
respectability, and as having neither jienal at- 
tachment nor moral obliquity. 

Wheat has also advanced since our last, 
with an improving tendency, and especially is 
there a good demand for Kentucky white, 
which is thc best in the world. 

Thc export of specie from Xcw York up to 
thc 14th was nearly $66,000,000, and almost 
$40,000,000 more than for thc same period 
last year. This is an evidence of the wonder- 
ful commerce carried on from our ports. The 
supply from California keeps pace with this 
terrible drain, or we should be bankrupt in a 
few years. 

Sugar and molasses have recently very 
much advanced, owing to the late cold weather 
injuring the cane — much of it not having lieen 
ground, the scarcity of water not permitting 
the mills to oiierate.

Thc highest ambition the patriotic Jetfer- 
son entertained for the prosperity and happi- 
ness of his countrymen was, that they should 
continue a "pastoral and agricultural people," 
as less likely to be seduced into "entangling 
alliances'' with the effete nationalities of tho 
old world. After a long lifetime, spent in 
studying thc histories of other nations, that 
he might draw lessons of wisdom for his own, 
he bears this testimony to an avocation which 
yet employs so large a majority of those for 
whose happiness he had the highest regard.

I have no right to suppose- 
that he intended to insult the intelligence of 
his readers, or to impose upon their ignorance 
by making a parade of learning and research, 



collect taxes for Territorial purposes, to de- 
prive a citizen of life, libeitg, or propertg as a 
punishment for crime, and to create corpora- 
tions. All this is true enough, but it does by 
no means follow that the provisional govern- 
ment of a Territory is, therefore, a sovereign 
in any sense of thc word. A city council 
may legislate, but the.city is still subordinate 
to the State which gave it political living. The 
right of eminent domain is delegated every 
day to private Corporations, but no Turnpike 
Company pretends to lie a sovereign Slate. 
The courts in many places have authority to 
create corporations, the sheriff of a county 
has authority to imprison or han.* malefac- 
tors, and the supervisors of a township can 
levy taxes; but I think no judge, sheriff, Or 
supervisor has ever claimed the purple or the 
diadem on any such ground. Governments 
always act by their agents, but the agent, 
whether it lie an individual officer or a iioliti- 
ca] corporation, like a city or a Territory, is 
not in any case sovereign, supreme, and uncon- 
trollable. Thus the arguments of Mr. Doug- 
las, which he elaborates through page after 
page with wearisome pains, arc but touched 
with the finger of investigation, and they dia 
appear forever.

Mr. Douglas, the Senator, thc statesman, 
the straggling candidate for the Presidency, 
should not have borrowed from the lawyer- 
ling! and small wits of the Abolition party, 
the stale, often repeated, and worn-out asser- 
tion, that emigrants cannot have a right to the 
property they take with them, because it will 
introduce, into the Territory or State where 
they settle, all the conflicting laws of the dif- 
ferent States from whence they came. Noth- 
ing could be less worthy of his high place in 
the councils of the nation. He ought to know 
that goods of various kinds are going continu- 
ally into each State from all thc other States 
of the Union, without producing any such 
effects. He does know that nearly all the 
personal property within the limits of a new 

Territory has come there from abroad under 
the protection of the axiomatic principle which 
he thinks proper to sneer at, and he never 
heard that any difficulty or confusion was pro- 
duced by it. 

I never said that an immigrant to a Terri- 
tory hail a right to his property without a rem- 
tdy; but I admit that he must look for his 
remedy to the law of his new domicile. It is 
true that he takes his life, his limbs, his repu- 
tation, and his property, and with them hc 
takes nothing but his naked right to keep 
them and enjoy them. He leaves the judicial 
r 'medics of his previous domicile behind him. 
It is also true, that in a Territory just begin- 
ning to lie settled, he may need remedies for 
the vindication of Ins rights alwve all things 
else. In his new home there may lie bands 
of base marauders, without conscience or the 
fear of God before their eyes, who are ready 
to rob and murder, and spare nothing that 
man or woman holds dear. In such a time 
it is quite possible to imagine an Abolition 
Legislature who owe their seats to Sharp's 
rifles and the money of the Emigration Aid 
Society. Very possible a Legislature so 
chosen might employ itself in passing laws 
unfriendly to the rights of honest men and 
friendly to the business of thc roblier and 
murderer. 1 concede this, and Mr. Douglas 
is entitled to all the comfort it affords him.

The Judge and Commonwealth's Attorney were 
present, also the wi nesses in thc ease, among 
whom « ere ex-Governor Moreheud, and a score 
of ladies from Scott county. 

Thc first bu-iness on the docket was the de 
maud of the contrac or for the payment of (100 
for the use of the court house, f w hich was unfin 
idled) — threatening in the evml of the relusal 
ol the Court to allow him that sum to prevent 
the Court Irom continuing its sessions This al- 
lowance Judge Nultall relused to make, where 
upon a gtllani gentleman, :t friend to the ladies 
in attendance, olleied to pay the Contractor the 
sum of $100, and thereby enable the Court to ! 
proceed with its business. The proffer, however, 1 
was rejected. 

The next thing that occurred startled every- 
body. Judge Nuttall said he didn't intend io 
hold court.
